MOVING PICTURES 



At the meeting of the Physical So- 
ciety to-day at 5 p.m., in the Mac- 
donald Physics Building, Dr. Porter 
will exhibit a moving-picture showing 
the retarded movements of the balls in 
a crushing mill. A magnetic drum 
separator will also be shown. Minerals 
Will be separated by two different 
methods, involving, in one ease, the 
difference of specific gravity in rising 
separation is effected by a similar 



method but using currents rising in- 
termittently in a jig. A model of the 
Pardee spiral coal separator will also 
be shown in working order. These 
applications of Physics to Mining En- 
gineering arc of interest both to physi- 
cists and to engineers.

Owing to the fact that they 
turn at 3,000 R.P.M. in cast of the 
Mgh pressure and 2,700 R.P.M. for 
•he low pressure they arc extremely 
^mnll in spite that they develop 4,000

The session's first meeting of the Can- 
adian Club of McGill held yesterday af- 
ternoon in the. Convocation Hall of the 
R.V.C, proved a great success. Mr. 
Philip H. Kerr, former Private Secre- 
tary to the Rt. Hon. David Lloyd 
George, and one of the most brilliant of 
England's younger men, delivered an 
exceptionally interesting and instructive 
address on war prevention, the most 
vital topic of the day. For three-quar- 
ters of an hour, the large audience, 
which completely filled the hall, listened 
to Mr. Kerr with rapt attention. 

Sir Arthur Currie, Dr. Gordon Laing, 
Dean of the Faculty of Arts; Professor 
Stephen Leacock and Professor Basil 
Williams, represented the university staff 
on the platform. R. K. Jones, Arts 
'23, President of the Canadian Club, 
in introducing the speaker, commented 
on his renown and the prospects for a 
brilliant future career. He stated that 
he had been warned not to introduce 
Mr. Kerr as Lloyd George's secretary. 

Mr. Kerr explained this before enter- 
ing upon the subject of his speech, "The 
Prevention of War." He staled thai 
it was rather an inauspicious time to be 
introduced as Lloyd George's secretary 
when hi ooked as if the cx-Prcmicr was 
going into the wilderness. This would 
only serve as a means for him to gain 
fresh strength to come back and again 
make a fight for the Premiership. 

Launching into his subject, Mr. Kerr 
said* that the aim of the day was to sca- 
tle problems of war wtihout war. He 
ummarized the evils of war from an in- 
ternational standpoint, and mentioned as 
one of the greatest' the fact that both 
Canada and England lost a large part of 

•r manhood which would have hclpci 
to shoulder the future burdens of each 
country. 

Three main reasons can be assigned 
for all wars of present eras The first 
and greatest of these is Nationalism, 
the feelinf of every nation for itself. 
Thus there is greed for extension and 
for advancement at the expense of other 
nations The second is the fear of every 
nation that it will not lie abel to control 
the markets of trade, and the third rea- 
son the colour line. This question is a 
vital one to Canadians. Asia to-day is 
rising to life; the Asiatic may be a good 
citizen or he may not; but the colour 
line always arouses suspicion and a clash 
between the two races. 

But the greatest cause of war is dif- 
ferent from all these. The fundamental 
-eason is the division of humanity into 
independent sovereign states, with no 
machinery for adjusting their common 
iffairs. The nations of the world are 
becoming intcrknit by inventions, trade

A university is presumed to be the house of the man who 
seeks an education. By an education we infer a specialized 
knowledge in specifical branches of Science, possibly, and certainly 
a general acquaintance upon graduation with matters outside the 
particular profession which he has selected for his life-work, works 
of the great authors, outstanding events in the world's history 
an understanding of the principles underlying social and political 
happenings conducive to the correct interpretation being taken 
from the press versions. In short, a man with a college degree 
should be able to carry himself with credit in any circle of society. 
Universities, for the most part, McGill included, are putting forth 
their best efforts to guard against the turning out of a specialized 
product. At McGill we notice this by the insistence of the Faculty 
upon men attending lectures in Economics, who are pursuing a 
Science degree and by the inclusion of English in the curriculum 
of Medical students. 

University authorities arc usually among the first to decry any 
pronounced tendency towards specialization, and yet frequently 
those who align themselves most definitely against an over-emphasis 
being placed upon any one subject or branch of subjects are in 
danger of erring in the direction of that to which they express their 
opposition. Any inclination on the part of a university to lay stress 
upon a single branch of learning will leave that institution open to 
the charge of transition into a technical school, and its graduates 
in any department, but that Which it favours will be regarded as 
coming 7 from -an inferior faculty in a college renowned for its 
researches along lines other than those to which they have devotee 
their attentions. Upon investigation neither of these allegations 
may stand the test of veracity: the college, although devoting undue 
consideration. the development of one of its faculties, may yet 
maintain" 1- the others at standard. But the stigma remains never- 
theless. A university should bring forth other than specialists. 
To retain true scholarly reputation it must satisfy the demand of 
the public for men of letters, for men of conversational ability, for 
men who would meet, in some degree, the requirements of the older 
type of schooling". In the achievment of this objective, surely a 
worthy one, a uniformly high standing must be preserved in all 
faculties; Science and Medicine must be promoted, but not at the 
expense, or to the detriment, of the Arts Faculty. 

At present McGill has her wide repute founded, very largely, 
upon the Science and Medical Faculties; the Arts Faculty, while 
deficient in no respect, and retaining on the staff of its professoriate 
men of equal merit and of unquestioned character, and- having as 
its enrollment a number in excess of any other faculty, is yet not 
known and not recognized outside of Montreal to the extent as 
that accorded its sister faculties. It is not necessary to wander 
far afield to discover the reason: the facuties of McGill arc judged 
relatively to the position they appear to hold inside the university; 
the public estimate of their worth is not formed so much from its 
own preconceived notions, as from the idea it receives of the esteem 
in which that faculty is entertained by the authorities, as evidenced 
by the interest these latter take in its improvement and maintenance 
— In other words by the expenditure voted to it. At McGill this 
statement is well exemplified. Strange and preposterous as it may 
seem, the faculties of our university would appear to rank with 
" outsiders relatively to the value of the buildings they occupy, Science 
and Medicine naturally leading the way. 

Despite the most valiant endeavours, despite the untiring 
energy of the most able of lecturers, despite the wisest of direction 
I within the faculty, Arts will never resume its proper place in Mc- 
[ Gill until thought is given its predicament by these who are govern 
ing the university. Arts and Law have long been an object of 
derision insofar as their quarters are concerned. New accom- 
modation is essential. Talk of additional Science and Medical 
buildings should not be countenanced until arrangements have been 
effected to provide for the needs of Arts and Law in that respect, 
as also the demands of the student body for gymnasium and 
dormitory facilities as urged in this column in a previous issue. 
McGill must not degenerate into a technical school ; regard for the 
necessities of all faculties is imperative to prohibit such.

skimmed the outside of the McGill 
post. Vickerson then* swam the ball 
down and whizzed one past the La- 
sallc goal post, only on the wrong 
side.

Just 
before half time, Vickerson tackled a 
man one yard from the goal, took 
the ball from him and shot, but 
Turner got his hand up and tipped it 
over for a corner.

wheel in the high pressure side is 
only 5 inches in diameter. The out- 
side dimensions arc about 5 feet at 
the. largest diameter and 10 feet long. 
There arc two impulse stages and 
five reaction stages on the H.P. side 
and seven stages on the L.P. side. 
Small reversing turbines are placed at 
the end of each of the low pressure 
turbines. 

Surface condensers arc installed di- 
rectly under the low pressure turbines, 
a novel feature on these condensers 
proved of great interest. To combat 
the electrolytic action between the 
brass tubes and the iron casing caused 
by the salt cooling water, large iron 
anodes arc fitted at several places on 
each condenser. A 10 volt direct cur- 
rent is supplied. Thus the anodes, 
which are easily replaceable arc wast- 
ed away while the cast iron casing is 
not damaged. 

The reduction gears, which seems 
to be the bugbear of the engineers 
are of the latest design but there is 
still room for much improvement in 
their lubrication, and in the material 
they are made of. A' moment's run- 
ning without copious streams of oil 
would ruin them, so that a special 
system "is used whereby the turbines 
are automatically stopped if anything 
goes wrong with the oiling. The pro- 
peller shaft rotates at about 90 R. P. 
M., which is found an efficient speed 
for the propellers. To achieve the 
40 to 1 reduction two sets of gears 
are used, the intermediate shaft rotat- 
ing at 490 R.P.M. 

The propellers are 16 feet in dia- 
meter with 18 foot pitch, very much 
larger than those on a steamer like 
the Mauritania, which has no re- 
duction gears. An instrument is fit- 
ted near the after end of the propeller 
shafts to read the angle of twist over 
a known length of shaft caused by the 
torque of the turbines. Readings are 
taken every two hours while at sea 
and from them the Horse Power de- 
veloped is calculated. 

The boilers are of the Scottish 
Marine type, there being two double 
ended ones and two single ones. Each 
has three oil burners. The' nozzles 
used are very simple, with no moring 
ports. The oil is made to spray out 
with a right hand rotation while the 
the air rotates in the other direction 
in the furnace achieving maximum 
possible mixing. The stokers need 
not wait till a complaint comes from 
the upper decy if there is too much 
smoke, for periscopes are used to ob- 
serve a light across the chimney up- 
take, thus showing the density of the 
smoke. The superheater tubes_pass 
through the fire tubes. Trouble is 
experienced with the superheated 
steam wilting away at the valves and

The engineers in charge seem "to 
regard this power "plant as an ex- 
periment. Everything has been done 
to secure -maximum efficiency but they 
ar enot sure that maximum economy 
has been attained, for the repair costs 
are high . According to one of them, 
the problem is a metallurgical one; 
the man who will produce a hard and 
a soft metal for the reduction gears 
that will stand the punishment, and 
a material that will stand the corrosian 
of the superheated steam will certain- 
ly render a great service to the marine 
engineering profession.

KERR GIVES TAK ON 
WAR PREVENTION

and intermingling of indivduals, but 
there is no world council for the adjust- 
ment of inter-relations. 

"Compare the individual with the 
state," said Mr. Kerr. 'Inside the state," 
the difficulties of the individual are set- 
tlctl by Jaw courts and arbitration. He 
is not allowed to settle his disputes by 
force. This should be the case with the 
difficulties of the n'allons of the world. 
If decisions are not reached by arbitra- 
tion, war results. Something must be 
done in this direction or another war 
will eventuate." 

Mr. Kerr declared that the polio - of 
isolation, in. world affairs as at -present 
practised by the United States was most 
unsatisfactory. While admitting there 
were certain deficiencies in the League of 
Nations, the speaker said that the line of 
advance should be based upon t. 

"The question of disarmament," he as- 
serted, 'is a very delicate one. Balfour 
once said to me, "I ani more afraid of 
peace movements than war movements." 
There is always the danger of a "sham" 
peace. No nation worthy of that name 
will absolutely disarm itself because ar- 
maments are the security for protection. 
We may attack the idea of.excessive ar- 
mament, but total disarmament is not 
possible." ■ • 

Mr. Kerr said that the British Em- 
pire was a League of Nations in itself, 
and had proved to the world that an in- 
ternational system of preventing war was 
both possible and practicable. He com 
mented on the great growth of freedom 
within the British Commonwealth dur 
ing the past fifty years, especially men 
tioning the Indian Empire, where it i 
hoped that the present scheme of self 
government, lately inaugurated, wil 
make India's 319,000,000 people free to 
govern their ow Jiaftairs inside of thirty 
years, while remaining faithful to the 
Crown. 

Towards the close of his address, M 
Philip Kerr read part of a letter he had 
ittst received from a close friend who 
was one of the British colonels in Con 
stantinoplc. The . officer, who com 
ntenced the war as a nrivate, spjkv it 
high praise of General -Harington's ac 
tkm in the Turkish Capital, saying that 
the tact of the Allied Commander-ii 
chief, and the presence of the Briti: 
troops saved the day. Mr. Kerr de- 
clared that «-Premier Lloyd Gcorge'i 
strong policy against the fanatical na 
tionalism of the Jfnrks prevented an Ot- 
toman occupation of the Golden Horn, 
the seizure of the Straits, and more im- 
portant, a war which' might have involv- 
ed all Europe. 

Mr. Kerr's pleasing personality and 
unassuming but very effective delivery 
won all hearts, and there was prolonged 
applause, at the conclusion of his very 
able address. W. B. Brewer, Vice- 
President of the Canadian Club, in mov- 
ing a vote of thanks to Mr. Kerr, said 
that he was certain that the gathering 
would like to hear the speaker on "Fam- 
ily Arbitration." Everett seconded the 
motion, and the very enjoyable meeting 
closed with the McGill yell.

suitable only for men. She then went 
on. to say that most of the greatest 
educationists of to-day who had tried 
co-education were heartily in favou- 
of it because of the refining influence 
which the women exerted on the men, 
who in their turn did much to broaden 
the outlook of women. 

Miss Perrin, the second speaker for 
the affirmative maintained that even 
when men and women were taking 
th csamc subjects the differences in 
their minds made it necessary for these 
subjects to be approached in different 
ways. She also mentioned the fact 
thai where women had separate col- 
leges and manged th '- own college 
activities, when men I women be- 
longed to the same college societies 
the men were too apt to predominate. 
Mso ; Perrin observed that wo- 

men \ less 'likely to feel free lo 
ask questions or take part in discus- 
sions in classes when were were pre- 
sent. 

Miss Stocking, the second speaker 
for the n"gativc, maintained that as 
men and womc nwcrc. associated in 
all departments of life after leaving 
college it was much better that they 
should learn to understand each other 
as students. Women had a great 
duty to perform in the education of 
their children, but how would they 
be able to understand boys if during 
their college days they did not gain 
some insight into the minds of men 
From being accustomed to work to- 
gether in college men and women 
would find it easier to work together 
in later life.

That New York University, freed of 
the burden of debt for the first time in 
a generation, if not actually in the en- 
tire 91 years of its existence, is now in 
a position to fill an even larger place 
than it now occupies in the educational 
field of Greater New York, was the 
message of thankfulness contained in the 
annual report by Chancellor Ellsworth 
Brown, to the Council of New York 
University. 

The University's financial handicap has 
not been removed. Chancellor Brown 
told the members of the Council, but he 
pointed out that New York University 
"for the first time has this running start 
toward the financial goal of adequate en- 
dowment." 

"It has been necessary, as was fore- 
cast in my actual report a year ago," 
said Chancellor Brown at the meeting of 
the Council, "to give first consideration 
during the year 1921-22 to the improve- 
ment of our University finances. In the
